So far as tho Canadian syndicate 
is concerned, negotiations aro at an 
e.J. The special agent at Ottawa has 
so reported to tho government. The 
provinco still has a claim upon tho 
Canadian government for the construc- 
ti.on of the railway, or, failing that, 
compensation. Should the Canadian 
government fail to lay a scheme for the 
construction of tho road before the 
Ottawa parliament they can scarcely 
decline to hand back, the railway belt 
with such compensation for :dolay3 as 
Hor Majesty's government may deem 
the provinco entitled to receive. That 
would bo a satisfactory solution of a 
difiSculty which would have been ar- 
ranged years ago had the matter been 
taken out of tho hands of our ginger- 
ale politicians and assigned to a few 
practical business men to fix up. Two 
surely, and probably three, American 
syndicates stand ready to as- 
sume the obligation where the 
Canadians have laid it down: Ought 
prejudice to deter the provincefrom tak- 
ing advantage of the most favorable 
responsible offer that may be made — 
no matter what may be the nationality 
of the promoters ? The almoot unanimous 
response will be in the negative. The 
island lino is necessary to the growth 
and prosperity of Canada on tho Pacific. 
The overland railway cannot stop at 
Burrard Inlet. It must seek tho na- 
tural terminus here, at Victoria, and, 
looking at the changes that are going on 
about U8 in other countries, who will ven- 
ture to say that tho ultimate extension 
of the island line to Seymour Nar rowii 
may notut no remote period mean tl • in- 
struction of a line of railway UJi .1.0 
Inlet, thence to tho fertile la^:u ; of 
Peace Eiver and, perhaps, to the sum- 
mer outlet of the Northwest on Hud- 
son's Bay 1 

THE VACANT JUDGESHIP. 

Our exclusive from Ottawa states 
that the vacancy in the Bench of this 
province will not bo filled until after 
the cloBe of tho approaching session of 
the British Columbia House. What 
bearing that fact can have upon the 
appointment we are at a loss to ima- 
gine unless wo are to accept as a fact 
the telegram recently published that 
tho attorney-general of British Colum- 
bia is to bo the fortunate appointee.

come. Troops guard the offices of tho 
Union Goneralo at Lyons to prevent 
,th(tpopulaoe entering them. The Union 
Generale has paid all engagements at 
Rome. Count de Charabord, as well as 
persons of high position among the 
Austrian clergy aivd aristocracy, lost 
heavily by the failure. 

Paris, Fob. 1.— -It is believed legal 
proceedings jwlU be ccjmmenced ngamst 
the Union Generale. ' ' ; 

It ia stated the suspension was caused 
by tho refusal of the Lander bank to 
pay 17,000,000 franca which had been 
depended upon to onablo tho Union 
Generalo to meet its liabilities. 

Thirty-ono strong boxes in the Union 
Gcnerale's vaults were found empty, 
and an examination of its books proves 
that when Boutoux stated its profits 
woro 57,000,000 francs, there was real- 
ly a deficit of 96,000,000 francs. 

Paris, Jan. 31. — Tho boun-je was 
Ronerally dojjressed to-day. Suez 
canal shares fell off 105 francs and Ot- 
toman bank shares -10 francs. 

In tho chamber of doputios to day 
De Freycinet rend tho programme of 
the now cabinet. It .set.s forth that tlie 
policy of tho government will hn one, 
above all, calculated to establish peace 
in tho minds of the people at home and 
abroad. It will bo firm and concilia- 
tory, and will npj)ly in a liberal sense 
the lawn relative to tlie press nnd right 
of public meetingH. While inuintain- 
ing tho rights of the statutes, revision 
of the constitution ought to be post- 
poned until expiration of tho term of 
tho present.,legi8lature. Judicial, mili- 
tary and educatibnal' reforrns- initiated 
by tho late cabinet will be persevered 
in with their best eflbrts. 

CniuAGO, Jan. 31. — A special from 
St. Petersburg says: — While a fleet of 
fishing vessels were ongnged .ifc the 
mouth of the Volga, near Astrakhan, a 
hurricane, which came up very .sud- 
denly, broke tho ico, destroying all the 
boats, and 600 fishermen perished. The 
storm also did much damage at Mos- 
cow, besides unroofing the now exhibi- 
tion building. 

Lo-VDCV, Feb. 1. — Iroquois was not 
accepted for the Lincoln handicap, and 
Foxhall and Sachem are not accepted 
for tho city and suburban handicap. 

On Monday an Austrian detach- 
ment, conveying stores nnd powder be- 
tween Kroesinge nnd Fotschn, was 
routed and the convoy captured. 

There has been another desporntv en- 
counter near Bilcko, with r less of 20 
men on each side. 

Thirty-five men from a Dalmatian 
regiment havo deserted to tho rebels, 
and calling out tlio Dalmatian land- 
wehr has been postpone<l, becau.se of 
their known disaffection. 

Austria is making stupendous efforts 
to have a contract signed with the Aus- 
trian Lloyds to transport 30,000 men 
to south Dalmatian points, and nine 
largo stoamprs to ho continually cm- 
ployed. 

There was a false alarm recently at 
Castelnuevo, Dalmatia, and the Aus- 
trian commandant Jokanovich, fearing 

a general rising, throatonod to bombard 
the city from the port. 

Three battalions encountered 1000 
insurgents on tlio 27th ult., on the 
banks of tho Naventa, nnd the rebels, 
losing considerably, retreated. 

Paris, Feb. 3. — Tho only measures 
of relief to tho bourse which the minis- 
tor of finance favored in his statement 
yesterday were that if the treasury 
operations deprived the innrket of any 
available capital, oven if temporarily 
withdrawnj it should be reator^. 

The police have closed tho branch of 
tho Union Generalo at Lyons. 

St. Prtersburo, Fob. 3. — It is stat- 
ed that Russia has signed a treaty with 
Persia by which she acquires tho Al- 
haltekke oasis, 

Paris, Feb. 3. — Gambotta has in- 
formed De Froycinet that tho project 
for joint intervention in Egypt was 
arranged to avoid all 'possibility of a 
conflict between England and Franco, 
and that tho troops intended for that 
purpose were acnttnred among tho dif- 
ferent garrisons in southern Franco, 
and were ready to bo sent to Egypt 
direct, whero they would form a suffi- 
cient contingent to co-operato with tho 
English troops. Tho two powers, he 
said, had also agreed as to what should 
bo regarded as an anarchical situation, 
such as tho fall of tho Shah of Persia, 
tho primo minister in resisting the de- 
mands of notables' or his maintenance 
in power after Biibmitting to their de- 
mands.

Fitting resolutions were ad- 
opted friendly in tono toward Russia, 
but earnestly protesting against tho re- 
cent inhumanities towards Jews, 
Evarts, Noah Davis and several clergy- 
men spoke. 

WAsuixaTOX, Feb. 3. — Senator Van 
Wyck has obtnined a number of facts 
supporting his charge of fraud in west- 
ern Innd surveys, and will speak on 
the subject as soon as ho gets the floor. 
Among other thingshe willshowthattho 
cost of western surveys is enormously 
disproportionate to the sales of land. 
His charges havo considerably aroused 
tho officers implicated. Benson, for 
some years connected with land sur- 
veys in the west, is here banqueting 
western members. It is asserted Ben- 
son is hero in the interest of the al- 
leged ring which includes most survey- 
ors general to attempt to defeat Van 
Wyck. 

Some re[)ublican senator? are much 
disappointed because nominations they 
expected have not been sent in. Sev- 
eral western senators who called upon 
the president again to-day in regard to 
appointments were once more told thoy 
would havo to wait a few days and they 
loft the White House in anything but 
good humor. Impatience at the presid- 
ent's delay' is beginning to manifest it- 
self quite freely.

Grant subsequently stat- 
ed, in reply to a question as to his re- 
ported connection with the company, 
that he had nothing to .say in the 
matter; that ho knew nothing more 
about it than had already appeared in 
print, and he had no more interest in 
it than tho general public.

such u year for crowding as 1881. The 
hotels were packed, the boarding-houses 
were''full,*'tho tenements- overflowed," 
the flats were occupied from basement 
to top story, nnd the private houses 
were all tenanted. And at the present 
moment the crowding is greater than 
over. Tho chief difficulty met by new- 
comers is to find places to live , in. 
Houses or apartments are , riot to be 
had except in the far-uptown section, 
where most of last year's building was 
done. Through tho central part of the 
city, .say between Fourteenth street 
and Central Park, there aro no vacan- 
cies for eitlier rich or poor. Every 
building lins its full complement of 
tenants, and per.sona looking for apnrt- 
nients may search for days nnd not find 
even a room. It is an excellent time 
for landlords, nnd they nil sconi well 
pleased with it, as they should. Thero 
will probably be another upward move- 
ment in rents in the spring. House 
rent, like pretty much everything else, 
is regulated by supply nnd duniaiid. 
An average advance of at least ton ])er 
cent, is looked for when tho renting 
season opens next month. Thore is no 
sign that the rapid increase of popula- 
tion will stop, liio census of 1880 gave 
us a total of over 1,200.000. It must 
now bo nearly 1,500,000, and tho rush 
goes steadily on. The whole world is 
tributaiy to Now York. The tido that 
flows from Europe is not tho only source 
of incro.iso by any means. All ptirts of 
the United States contribute their quota. 
People are constantly coining from every 
Boction of tho country to stay. Tlioy 
come to find oraployraent or engage in 
business, and thoy swell tho throng that 
makes Now York more and more cosmo- 
politan ©very year. At tho present rate 
of growth it won't take many years to 
run our population up to 2,000,000. 
Counting Brooklyn and tho other suburbs 
it is abovo that figure now, but if tho 
wonderful increase keeps on, as it proba- 
bly will, tho metropolis itsolf must soon 
rockon up tho grand total last named. —
